However the reference does not teach or suggest a tripeptide (AA1-AA2- 
AA3) having an unsubstituted naphthyl group in the first amino acid residue (AA1), an 
unsubstituted basic amino acid residue in the second amino acid residue (AA2), and Val, Nval, 
Leu, He, Phe, Phenylglycine, Thr or Tip in the third amino acid residue (AA3). Therefore, the 
claims are allowable over the art of record. •
